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eslie Huber, 21, will be graduating from college in May and 

saying farewell to life in the campus residence halls. She has 

lived on campus since she was a freshman and says she can 
remember all the good and bad times she had during her stay. 

“Thave a lot of fond memories of the dorms,” Huber says. “I smile 
when I think of the fun times I’ve had with my roommates: staying up 
late, having girl talks, going to functions like casino night and even 
having time to myself every now and again.” 

On the other hand, not all of her memories are fond. She tries to 
forget the time when one of the girls in her suite decided to romp 
around with her boyfriend in the shower while everyone else was 
getting ready for morning classes. 

“T frown when I think about bad experiences I’ve had with suite 
mates,” Huber says. “Some of the people in the dorms aren’t always 
considerate of those around them.” 

Huber has seen and heard a lot when it comes to living in the 
residence halls. She tells of a time when her ex-boyfriend’s room 
flooded with water from an overflowing toilet. There have even been 
stories of people vomiting in the hallways, urinating in the washing 
machines and having sex in the showers. With instances such as these 
a person would probably choose to leave the residence halls, but not 
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Huber. She has lived in the same room for four years. Now it is time 
for this English education major to leave her dorm life behind, while 
some lucky person moves in to take her place. 

‘This person will be lucky because competition to get into the 
residence halls is high. Each year, thousands of students apply to live 
on campus, but few actually get past the application process because 
there is only room for about 1,800 students. Ed Murawski, associate 
director of Residential Life, knows first-hand how competitive it is to 
get into the residence halls. 

“If it’s anything like last year, we had about 6,500 [students] 
applying for the residence halls, and we're expecting somewhere 
around that this coming year,” Murawski says. 

So, why are so many people competing to get into the residence 
halls? What makes living on campus so special? Is it the food? Some 
have told horror stories about the culinary creations put together in the 
dining halls. Others look forward to eating the dining hall favorites, 
such as lasagna. Could it be the spacious rooms and bathing facilities 
that are enticing people to live on campus? When asked what she 
would change about the residence halls, Huber says, “I would make the 
rooms bigger.” So if it’s not the food or the living space, what really 
goes on behind the closed doors of the hard-to-get-into residence halls? 
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Lots of things go on behind those doorsand everyone has 
adifferentstory to tell. Hollis Carr III, asophomore majoring 
in electrical engineering, had his own expectations before he 
moved into E building in Residence Commons at the 
beginning of his freshman year. 

“T expected dorm life to be out of control; what I saw 
on TV,” Carr says. “I expected parties every night, 
people running down the hallway naked, kegs, you 
know, the works.” 

Now that he has lived in the residence halls for 
nearly two years, he says his expectations were somewhat 
outrageous. 

“Tt’s more settled down. You're on your own time, 
just handling your business.” 

Nevertheless, he has had his share of fun in the halls. 

“Last year, Parkside [Commons] was off the hook,” 
Carr says. “It seemed like every Thursday and Friday night, 
somebody was having a party.” According to Carr, you 
could find people dancing, or as he described it, “grinding” 
all over the halls: in the bedrooms, hallways and bathrooms. 

Briza Alatorre has experienced the negative side of living 
with peoplewho party hard. Thisstudiouscomputerengineer- 
ing freshman moved to another building because her room- 
mate was getting out of control. 

“When I first met her I thought everything was great. 
Thad no problem,” Alatorre says. “But then I saw that she 
was taking advantage. Other people were sleeping in my 
bed and using my stuff; my hair supplies were missing and 
I found guy’s underwear in my bed. I found my cups on 
her side [of the room] filled with water and cigarette butts.” 

Her roommate also invited another friend to live in 
the room with them, which is prohibited in the residence 
halls. Now, Alatorre has moved to another building and 
is enjoying her stay in the halls. 

“T heard this building was quieter and people can 
really study,” Alatorre says. “I feel great. I feel that I 
belong here. There isn’t drama where everybody is trying 
to kill each other.” 

However, in case things do get out of hand, the coordi- 
nators and residentassistants (R.A.s) step in. Their jobs are to 
keep things in order and to make sure that life in the dorms 
is safe and fun for residents. They plan activities for the 
residents such as talent shows, casino night, barbeques and 
trips to places such as Catalina, Magic Mountain and the 
Museum of Tolerance. 

Jennifer McMillan is a senior majoring in pre-graphic 
design and she has been an R.A. for almost two years. She has 
had to play the many parts of the role. 

“Youcan’t separate yourlifeand your jobasan 
RA.,” McMillan says. “Pm never just 
Jennifer. We do everything. 
[We're] counselors, psy- 
chologists and we 


maintenance issues that need to be taken care ofin the dorms. 
T have had to clean up a few floods in my day.” 

McMillan has also been an inspiration to some of 
the residents in her building. 

“T really take my studies seriously, so last year I was 
always in my room studying,” McMillan says. “My 
residents always complimented me on that and told me 
that I was a role model for them.” 

Susan Carlile is also a source of help for students in the 
halls. She isan assistant professor of English education and 


literature who lives in the residence halls through the 
Faculty in Residence program. There isa faculty member 
living in each building in Parkside Commons residence 
halls. They have their own apartments and hold 10 office 
hours each week for students to get help with homework. 

“I have some weeks that are really busy because 
students start to get nervous about papers,” Carlile says.

Carlile enjoys living on campus and learning more 
about the students.

So where do you begin your search? 

i The Internet is an obvious choice, as it holds several websites 
_. directed at internships and jobs. Moreover, a few books are published 
| annually, such as Peterson’s Internships or Princeton Review's The 
Best 106 Internships, providing a decent start to any internship- 

| searching student. Also the Career Center, which often holds 

workshops and counseling, is a very helpful resource. 

According to Robin Lee, coordinator of the center's internship 
| program, there are many internships that students would find 
interesting, such as the ones offered by MTV Networks. “They look 
| for people to fill positions in all areas—publicity, movies and 

music,” Lee said. She continued to say that these internships are 
open to students from almost any major, and though they offer no 
salary initially, like many entertainment internships, they do offer 
course credit. 

i Lee also called attention to internships that are offered by non- 

profit organizations and found that many are flexible in that they will 

hire students from various majors, as long as the students have the 
necessary skills that are required for the internship. Besides, many 
nonprofit organizations’ internships are paid. 

“Some students think [nonprofit internships] are unpaid, but 
: many offer a stipend or other type of incentive,” Lee said. She said that 
J students who are interested in learning more about internships 
through the Career Center should check out their website at 
www.careers.csulb.edu. 

If you like to dance, enjoy working with children, and love to go 
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camping, the Catalina Summer Arts Camp might be just the place _ 
for you. Sponsored by Catalina Island Performing Arts, a non- 
profit organization, the purpose of the camp is to expose children _ 
to the arts in four areas: music, theater, visual arts, and dance. 

Asa dance instructor, or a dance director, you could teach dance _ 
classes four times a day per week. The salary ranges from $400 to 
$700, and includes room, board and boat transportation to and from 
the island. 

“We're looking for someone with experience in teaching lots of 
styles of dance to children,” said Angel Blayton, the office manager for 
the organization. The camp is held in its own private cove, said 
Blayton, and is a lot of fun if you enjoy the beach, campfires and 
kayaking. More information about this internship can be found at 
www.cipaf.org. 

On the other hand, if dancing and camping isn’t for you, there are 
plenty of other opportunities available. For instance, the Southern 
California Summer Pro League is hiring interns for those who are 
serious about pursuing a career in sports. 

A prospective intern should be available to 
work 15-20 hours a week at the office, which 
is located in West Los Angeles. The season 
begins in July, and all games are held on 
campus at the Pyramid.

Q&A with John Mayer

Mayer is enjoying well-deserved success 
with his debut album, “Room for Squares.” 

In his music—often described as a hy- 
brid of Dave Matthews, Sting and David 
Gray—Mayer has found his own sound, 
creating a cushy nook in the music world 
that has been dominating radio across the 
United States as well as a slew of sold-out 
shows. Lyrically, Mayer’s words are pure, 
beautiful and heartfelt. With his amazing 
knack for poeticizing his feelings coupled 
alongside his delicious breathy vocals and 
nimble guitar prowess, it is no wonder 
Mayer, a self-proclaimed nerd, is gaining so 
much recognition. 

| was lucky enough to snag an interview 
with the “it” boy of the moment, while he 
was enjoying a bowl of Lucky Charms, in 
the midst of a hectic touring schedule in 
Grand Rapids, Mich. Even though Mayer’s 
slight Southern drawl was mixed with chew- 
ing and crunching, his candid humor, intel- 
ligence and grasp of reality shined through 
in his charming personality. 


University Magazine: What were you 
like in high school? 


John Mayer: I was kind of invisible and I prided 
myself on being—kind of getting to school, sit 
down, get through it and go home. My identity 
was very much formed when I got home and not 
when I wasin school. I wasn’t disliked ,but at the 
same time | had to bounce around to two or 
three lunch tables to find one where I had the go- 
ahead to land. I never really had any friends in 
high school, nobody I really felt connected to 


until senior year—I started to make friends then. 


UM: What was the identity 
you were shaping at home? 


JM: A musician: 
I would come home on nights when 
there were school functions and 
stay in my room and play guitar 
and imagine that I was on stage, in 
front of that entire class at that 
function and just play all night. 


a guitar player. 


UM: How do you feel when you hear 
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that someone identifies with your lyr- 
ics so much that they feel that you are 
writing specifically for them? 


JM: I think it’s great. It makes me feel like I 
actually have a skill and a trade. It just makes 
me want to write the next record right now 
because there isso much more that I want to say 
that is alittle more subtle. “Room for Squares” 
is very large—kind of broad emotions—and | 
want to get more subtle. And 
because I have written a record 
that people go, “I know what you 
are saying,” it challenges me to be 
more specific and be a little more 
obscure. Kind of really get down 
to some of those emotions that I 
wouldn’t have been able to ad- 
dress on the first record because I 
wasn’t sure that people were go- 
ing to be receptive atall to it. Now 
that I know they are, I’m really, 
really inspired and confident, I 
think is that word, to put out 
another record. 


UM: What do your parents 
think of your musical ca- 
reer? 


JM: My parents love it. They loooove it. 
UM: So they are really supportive? 


JM: Absolutely. My mom just wants me to stay 
healthy. I can tell how excited my mom gets 
about my career based on how nervous she gets 
about my health. “Oh mom, we're gonna do the 
“Tonight Show’.” (Imitates female voice) “Brush 
your teeth! Listen, listen to me—go get a physical 
check-up. Go get a physical before the “Tonight 
Show,’ make sure your blood is ok.” She'll never 
say, “Oh my God my son is on the Tonight 
Show.” It’s like, “Mom, my record went plati- 
num.” (Imitates female voice) “Don’t die!” 


UM: Your tattoos—the Koi 
on your left arm. When did 
you get it, and what is the 
significance? 


JM: Actually it is kind of a crudely 
— drawn—Ithinkit’sa fish that doesn’t 
exist in nature, but that’s okay be- 
cause it exists on my arm. It’s like a 
Japanese style, like an Asian style 
fish. Igotwhen I was 18, I think. I studied Japanese 
for a couple years and lived in Japan and I could 
never geta tattoo when I was there because I was too

young. So, when I turned eighteen I was like, 
“Yeah, give mea Japanese tattoo.” Except! got my 
Japanese tattoo done authentically in Bridgeport, 
Conn. bya guy that just wanted more black coffee. 


UM: You've been compared to Dave 
Matthews, Sting, and David Gray. Do 
you think your music reflects this? 


JM: I think those are all fair comparisons. If I 
didn’t own albums by Dave 
Matthews or Sting or David Gray 
or Bill Cosby, I would argue with 
that. But I own those records and if 
someone says I am influenced by 
them, then they probably know 
better than I do because I spend 24- 
hours a day being me, and I don’t 
know how easy it is to really kind of 
assess what influence I have taken 
and what influence I haven’t. You 
know, I own Dave Matthews’ 
records and have listened to them 
since I was 17, and the same thing 
with Sting. You know, the Police 
were one of the first bands I ever 
heard in my life. But at the same 
time I feel like I have my own place 
as an artist. 


UM: When you attend your 10-year 
high school reunion, what do you want 
to show people? 


JM: I want someone else to show people a 
videotape. Hello, how are you from wherever I 
am. Like, “Hey guys, happy 10 year reunion. 
Pm actually in Saigon now doing a tour. But 
I want to say, to you, Rick—ha ha. And 
everyone else thank you guys so much, I’ll see 
you real soon—see you at 25.” 


UM: Traveling ontheroad, whatis your 
fondest memory thus far? 


JM: It’s all pretty utilitarian. My fondest 
memories are like after the show when the bus 
starts rolling and the air breaks lets up and it’s 
like <pshhhhh> (imitates air breaks). And every- 
one is in their pajamas and it’s time to hang out. 
It’s weird. The day is divided into different 
things. Part of the day I am the artist and people 
do things that support my getting on stage, and 
then the bus door closes and we start to take off 
and everyone’s just a roommate. I would have to 
say my fondest memory is just hanging out with 
my roomies—just hanging out in the back of the 
lounge. Like just drinking forties, playing 
Playstation and drinking forties.
